Edgar Hoover, FBI chief. 
Hoover called on every Ameri­ 
can to be an individu al listening 
post for the FBI and to be par­ 
ticu larly vigilant in war plants. 
He cited nu merou s cases in which 
all efforts to crack alien spy and 
sabotage rings might have failed 
had it not been for “tips" from 
watchfu l citizens. 
“Never was the need for citizen 
co-operation greater than at this 
very tim*,’’ he said. “More than 
score of saboteu rs are being 
trained by the German high com­ 
mand at this (Berlin) highly or­ 
ganized sabotage school, to be sent 
to all parts of the world to ob­ 
stru ct the war effort.

g ator) and Gen. C. R. Branshaw 
of Day ton, Ohio, 
What the Tru man committee 
fou nd was certain alleg ed defects 
in airp lane motors p lu s lack of 
carefu l Insp ection. 
Eng ines were tested in p art by 
ru nning a p ink liqu id throu g h the 
cy linders and if any of this p ink 
coloring came throu g h, it indi­ 
cated there was a leak some p lace 
and the cy linders were defectiv e. 
Howev er, ev en when defects were 
indicated, testimony taken by the 
Tru man committee states that the 
eng ines 
were 
okay ed 
by 
in­ 
sp ectors. 
General Knu dsen, long the p ro­ 
du ction wizard for General Mo­ 
tors, wrote a rep ort following his 
trip to Cincinnati, tending to p lay 
down the seriou sness of the 'Tru ­ 
man committee finding s. He said 
that almost all eng ines had minor 
defects in them, and that the p ink 
marking s which indicated defect* 
were not seriou s. 
Howev er, 
the 
army 
ap p ears 
worried ov er the entire situ ation 
and is mov ing in to clear it up . 
One factor difficu lt to ex p lain is 
the Tru man committee testimony 
that two insp ectors objected v ig ­ 
orou sly to okay ing eng ines which 
ap p eared defectiv e. 
■They were civ il serv ice em­ 
p loy ees of the army , not of the 
Wrig ht comp any . Ev entu ally the 
two 
p rotesting 
insp ectors were 
transferred, one of them being 
told not to set foot on Wrig ht 
p rop erty ag ain, according to the 
testimony . 
This is what looks bad. 
The 
Tru man committee is waiting for 
the army to clean u p the situ ation 
comp letely . 
The Ho use o n R Street 
It was p artly the fact that Ex - 
Gov . Bob Hu rley of Connecticu t 
was inv olv ed in a comp any m ak­ 
ing war g oods that cau sed the 
hard-working hou se military af­ 
fairs committee to p rick u p its 
ears and delv e deep er into the 
now famou s “Big Red Hou se on 
R Street.” 
Ex -Gov . Hu rley tu rned u p as 
v ice-p resident of the Narrag an- 
sett Machine Tool Co. of Paw ­ 
tu cket, R. I., a firm whose Wash­ 
ing ton ag ent shelled ou t $3,300 
to Mrs. Eu la Smith, hostess of 
the R street house. 
It also ap p eared that ex -Gov 
Hu rley had been of considerable 
help to the Narrag ansett comp any , 
at least as far as monetary influ ­ 
ence g oes. 
The comp any had receiv ed a 
su b-contract from the Ford Motor 
Co. to manu factu re g u n mou nts 
for the army ; also had receiv ed 
a $2,000,000 loan from a Boston 
bank, g u aranteed 9 0 p er cent by 
the g ov ernment. 
Most of this $2,000,000 loan was 


sp ent “tooling u p ” for the Ford 
su b-contract, then 
the contract 
was cancelled becau se Uie demand 
for g u n 
mou nts 
had 
declined. 
That was the "official” reason for 
the cancellation. Another was that 
the 
Narrag ansett 
firm 
needed 
reorg anization. 
At this p oint, after Ford’* can­ 
cellation, the comp any ’s loan risk 
drop p ed. 
A g ood p art of the 
$2,000,000 had been sp ent. Then 
su ddenly the war dep artment re­ 
newed the loan, this time with a 
100 p er cent g u arantee instead of 
90 p er cent. 
It was at abou t this time that 
Ex -Gov . Hu rley step p ed into the 
p ictu re. 
An accou ntant for the comp any , 
te.stify ing before the committee, 
said that Hu rley drew a salary of

Planning Com m ittee declared at 
the M onday m orning session of the 
third statew ide health conference 
being held at the Cornhu sker. 
Chancellor C. S. Bou cher of the 
U niversity cf N ebraska president. 
Welcomes w ere given 
by Gov. 
Dwight Griswold, Mr. H. G. Gou ld, 
and C. A. Selby , M.D., dircctor 
statc departm ent of health. 
Governor Griswold called the 
conference a "fine asset to the 
state.” 
Speaking on goals and accom p­ 
lishm ents of the cf>mmittec. Gou ld 
told the au dience that it is the in­ 
tention of the grou p to prevent 
disease as well as cu re it. 
"Pu blic health 
agencies m u st 
gu ard all of the people,” he » aid. 
"I feel that ou r com m ittee has the 
great 
opportu hity 
of 
bringing 
abou t a u nited effort on the home 
front and giving the people confi­ 
dence in U.S.” 
Gu est consu ltants w ere intro­ 
du ced by Dr. Selby . 
peaple In Two Groups. 
"People in this cou ntry m ay be 
classed in two grou ps, m ilitary 
and non-m ilitary ,” Dr. John L. 
Rice, M. D., said. 
Dr. Rice is the 
im m ediate past president 
of 
the 
Am erican Pu blic H ealth associa­ 
tion, 
form er 
com m issioner 
of 
health. New York City , and a 
consu ltant of Lcdcrle Laboratories. 
"Tho.se in the m ilitary grou p 
natu rally come first as far as 
m edical aid is concerned du ring 
the present w ar,” Rice said, "bu t it 
is also recognizzed tha t the civilian 
popu lation 
m u st 
be 
considered 
and well cared for. 
"M any extra hazards have been 
brou ght abou t by the w ar. We as 
a nation m u st be strong enou gh 
to win the w ar and still m aintain 
the health standarcfs of ou r peo­ 
ple,” Dr. Rice said. Some of the 
problem s he listed w ere hou sing, 
w ar m arriages and the resu lting 
increase in birth rates, child gu id­ 
ance and the qu estion of w hether 
or not m others shou ld go into 
fu ll tim e w ar w ork aw ay from 
the home. 
"In m ost cases I think it is the 
m others du ty to stay home and 
care for Her children,” Dr. Rice 
stated. 
Some Diseases Gain. 
Tu bercu losis, 
m eningitis, 
m a­ 
laria and venereal diseases are on 
the increase according to Dr. Rice, 
w hile 
other 
diseases 
su ch 
as 
sm allpox, diphtheria, m easles and 
ty phoid are on the decrease. 
Dr. Rice said tha t ou t of every 
1,000 
draftees 
seventy -five . are 
being rejected becau se of m ental 
defects, and that in the w ar zone 
35 per cent of the casu alties are 
m ental cases. 
"In England parliam ent is su ­ 
prem e” said Dr. Robert Hu ghes 
P arry , M. D., Rondon, D. P. H 
m edical officer, Bristol England, 
and professor of preventive m edi­ 
cine, U niversity of 
Bristol.

makes and u nm akes the law s,” he 
continu ed, "bu t ou tside of that 
it cannot interfere in the adm inis­ 
tration of su ch laws. Parliam ent 
may criticize the head of the ad­ 
m inistering body and w ithdraw 
the law, bu t after a law is passed 
the departm ent of state designated 
is responsible for its adm ini.stra- 
tion. Most health laws are dele­ 
gated to the m inistry of health 
and controlled by the local au ­ 
thority ,” he said. 
Lauds Beveridge Plan, 
"O ne resu lt of the w ar in Eng­ 
land.” Dr. P arry told his au dience, 
"is the shift of em phasis from 
regu lation to welfare. 
One of the 
greatest 
reports 
ever m ade in 
England, in the opinion of m any 
is the Beveridge report,” he said. 
U nder that plan, originated by 
W illiam Beveridge, the individu al 
wou ld m ake a contribu tion and 


the state wotHd in tu rn gu arantee 
protection. 
"It is an insu rance 
plan,” he .said.

The swift Swede gallop s along in sp iked shoes on a cinder 
track, aided by hundreds of y ears of knowledge of running tech­ 
nique and urged on by the p ounding footfalls of several rap id

Gunder Haegg is the Swedish 
sp eedster and he is the fastest 
human ever at distance running. 
He went on a sp ree last summer 
and bettered almost all of the 
foot-racing records from a mile 
to three miles.

meters to 5,000 meters. 
The mile is the most p op ular 


eter how fast he’s going, how many miles he could cover 
hour at that p ace.

ments are being made for him to have a crack at Gilbert Dodds 
and other milers, and at Greg Rice at two or three miles. 
Chances are that Dodds or our other milers won’t beat Haegg 
or even p ress him to a new record.
